Randtaceſter,or the antient City of Granta, 
ſituate in 52 Degrees North Latitude; Mie 
52 Miles North of London. Under the ſame 
Meridian or a very few Minutes to the Eaſt- e 
ward of it was originally a Roman Station, 
ſituate on an elevated Ground on the N. W. ne 
Side of the River Grant, from whence it take at 
its Name. It is of an irregular Parallelogram-. o. 
mic Figure, containing near 30 Acres ſurround- 
ed on all Sides with a deep Intrenehment, 
Py Part of which is yet remaining, particu- 
arly towards the South- weſt Side, and in the 
Ground behind St. Mary Magdalen College. 
The Town was divided into 4 Parts by 21h 
Streets croſſing each other at rightAngles, and 
dividing the four Cardinal Points of the Hea -f 
vens, as was the Cuſtom of the Romans in 
building their Cities. The principal Street 
ran from S. E. to N. W. being continued 
from the Foot of Gogmagog Hills, paſſed the 
Grant by a Ford (now the Great Bridge) and 
continued thro? this Place in a ſtraight Line 
to Godmancheſter, another ſtation of the Ro- 
mani; and that which croſſed it was another 
Road which paſſed through the City from 
South-Weſt to North-Eaſt towards EH. 
The Forum ſeems to have been on the 
South-Weſt Side of the City, being a large 
Square proper for the Purpoſe near the 
South-Weſt Gate. Though ſeveral a

Fields near Cambridge furniſh the Town with 
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Country: Firing is cheap; Coals from Se. 
ven-pence to Nine-pence a Buſhel ; Turf, 0 
rather Peat, four Shillings a Thouſand; 
Sedge, with which the Bakers heat their O 
vens, four Shillings per hundred Sheaves: 
Theſe, together with Oſiers, Reeds, and 
Ruſhes uſed in ſeveral Trades, are daily im- 
ported by the River Grant. Great Quantitie 
of Oil, made of Flax-Seed, Cole-Seed, Hemp 
and other Seeds, ground or preſſed by the 
numerous Mills in the Ifle of Ely, are brought 
up this River alſo; and the Cakes, after the 
Oil is preſſed out, afford the Farmer an ex. 
cellent Manure to improve his Grounds, By 
the River alſo they receive 1500 or 2000 
Firkins of Butter every Week, from Norfoll 
and the Iſle of Eh, which is ſent by Wag. 
gons to London : Beſides which, gfeat Quan- 
tities are made in the neighbouring Villages, 
for the Uſe of the Univerſity and Town, and 
brought freſh to Market every Day, except 
Monday. Every Pound of this Butter i 
rolled, and drawn out to a Yard in Length 
about the Bigneſs of a Walking-Cane ; which 
is mentioned as peculiar to this Place, The

KING's COLLEGE. 


King's College is ſituate between Tre 
pington Street and the River, and ma 
on many Accounts, be deemed the mo 
magnificent College in Europe. It contai 
ſeveral large Piles of Building, detached fro 
each other: The old Court, which reſemble 
a Caſtle more than a College, is ſituate on th 
North Side of the Chapel, between the pu 
lic Schools and Clare-Hall, being about 1:

The new Building, which extends fro 
the Chapel to the Southward, is 236 Feet! 
Length, 46 in Breadth, and near 30 Fe 
high, built with Portland Stone, and contain 
three Floors above the Cellars ; the Apar 
ments exceeding grand and commodious, th 
Rooms 13 Feet high. 

The Brick Building on the Eaſt Side of thi 
Square has nothing extraordinary in it 
Structure, any more than the Provoſt! 
Lodge; but the Apartments are commodi 
ous enough. 

There are ſeveral Gardens and Orchards 
belonging to this College ; and, beſides the 
River that runs thro' them, there are ſome 
Moats and Canals, with thick ſhady Groves 
of Elms, which render the Avenues to the 
College exceeding pleaſant: and no Place is 
capable of greater Improvement, by cutting 
Viſta's through the Grove, and laying out 
the waſte Ground about it into regular Walks 
and Canals; all which is deſigned to be done 
(when the remaining Part of the great Square 
is finiſhed) according to the Plan given by the 
late ingenious Mr. Bridgman.
